ful, as tho ugh it were to his credit o r 
who tries to blo ck tho co urse o f the 
city’s pro gress by publishing fal» e 
and silly repo rts abo ut the title o f the 
peo ple thro ugh who m any develo p­ 
m ent must co me,—such a on**. I say. 
do ee no t care much fo r the o pinio n o f 
decent men. 
But there can be no 
further investment, unless there is 
security and peace. And there can­ 
no t be security and peace, unless the 
co mmunity requires the hired black­ 
mailer to desist. 
I appeal to yo u, a» 
Mayo r o f the city, to use yo ur influence 
that this may be acco mplished. 
As to the water wo rks, such critici» m 
as has co me to me since 1 have bet n 
in charge has been under o ne o f two 
heads. 
The first is the heavy charges 
made co nsumers fo r co nnectio ns and 
plumbing wo rk. 
I have investigated 
into this m atter as well as I can, but 
have no t been able to co me to any 
co nclusio n as to whether there is any

Gentlemen: 
In 
co mpliance with 
custo m 1 take this o ccasio n to o ffer 
such suggestio ns as, in my o pinio n, 
are wo rthy o f special co nsideratio n at 
tliis time, and to mentio n briefly such 
facts regarding muuicipul affairs as I 
think may be o f interest to yo u. 
First, ho wever, allo w me to express 
my deep appreciatio n o f the co nfidence 
r» po seti in me as indicated by the 
vo ters o f this city thro ugh their 
imllo ts 
at 
the 
recent 
municipal 
electio n, and to assure 
yo u and 
the public that 1 shall earnestly en­ 
deavo r to merit aud justify that co n­ 
fidence during my term o f o ffice. 
The business o f the co uncil will be 
very largely in relatio n to financial 
tflairs. 
A year ago , at the beginning 
*f the administratio n no w clo sing, 
here were city o rders o utstanding and 
unpaid to the amo unt o f S5,927. There 
was cash in the treasury amo unting to 
sd. 107. leaving the o utstanding o rders, 
less cash in treasury, at § 4,*ti0. 
A t 
the date o f the city treasurer’s last re- 
|H» rt. April 21, 181*0. there were o ut­ 
standing o rders amo unting to $ 6,500, 
md cash in the treasury, amo unting to ! the co uncil 
¿1.703, leaving o utstandlHg o rders, less 
cash In the treasury, at $ 4,797. 
This 
sho ws the receipts aud expenditures 
during the past year as having been 
almo st exactly the same. The o rders 
no w o utstanding w ill be due o n the 
first day o f next July. 
The l» o nded indebtedness o f the city 
pro per 
amo unts to $ 115,000, uj» o n 
which interest accrues to the amo unt 
o f abo ut $ 7.000 per year. This in­ 
terest is payable semi annually. 
I wo uld especially cautio n the co un­ 
cil to be caieful to have the mo ney 
ready to pay these interest charges 
when due. 
Let the credit o f " 


1 wo uld icco nunend that the co uncil 
cause a reco rd o f the bo nded indebted­ 
ness o f the city to l*c prepared and 
preserve« ! in 
the o ffice o i the city 
clerk, sho wing the amo unt, date o f 
issue, date o f maturity ami rate o f in­ 
terest o f the several issues o f the city 
1 ro nds, and the standing o f the interest 
acco unt. There is no t at present any 
such reco rd o n file in the city, and 
there is no t any reliable metho d to 
ascertain the standing o f the bo nded 
indebtedness except to search the 
minutes o f the co uncil meetings fo r 
several yeais past, ami then examine 
the I ro o ks o f the several city treas­ 
urers co vering the same time, to find 
the payment« o f interest co upo ns. 
Even then the investigatio n is unsatis­ 
facto ry. as in many instances a reco rd 
is merely made o f the amo unts paid 
o n co upo ns, witho ut anything to sho w 
what series o f bo nds the co upo ns be­ 
lo nged to . 
Then, to o , the bo ndho lders 
have no t always fo rwarded to the 
treasurer the co upo ns that have been 
paid, therefo re the file o f co upo ns is 
bro ken 
and 
unreliable. 
It might 
easily happen that co upo ns o nce paid 
but no t delivered to the tieasurer 
sho uld be sent to a succeeding treas­ 
urer and co llected again. 
An acco unt 
sho uld also be kept o f the city o rders 
issued and the co nditio n o f the city 
funds. 
No business man wo uld co n­ 
duct fo r a single day las private busi­ 
ness o n the lo o se system that has pre­ 
vailed in keeping city acco unts ever 
since the city was o rganized. 
I wo uld invite yo ur attentio n to 
Sectio n 57 o f the city charter, which 
makes it the duty o f the co uncil to 
establish and maintain a kinking fund, 
and to appo int a bo ard o f sinking fund 
co mmissio neis. 
This 
sho uld 
have 
been do ne last year, but the duty was 
ueglected, and sho uld no w receive 
pro mpt attentio n. 
The charter do es 
no t leave the m atter discretio nary 
with ths co uncil, but makes it the 
imperative duty o f the co uncil to act. 
In co nnectio n with the subject o f 
city finance I wish to invite yo ur a t­ 
tentio n to a m atter which, while no t 
o f great impo rtance, is wo rth lo o king 
after. 
During the past year the main­ 
tenance and management o f the city 
po und co st $ 183.62, while the receipts 
acco unted fo r o nly amo unted to $ 4o .60. 
The management o f the po und this 
seaso n sho uld be made to sho w better 
results. 
1 canno t undertake at this time to 
present to yo u the facts relating to 
the equipment and maintenance o f o ur 
excellent vo lunteer fire department, 
o ur very satisfacto ry electric light 
service, o ur water service and sewer 
system. These impo rtant interests 
deserve careful attentio n, and will be 
placed befo re yo u at sulisequeut meet­ 
ings. 
1 wo uld also reco mmend that eight 
ho urs snail co nstitute a day’s Labo r o n 
all wo ik perfo rmed fo r the city, and 
that o ne do llar and a half per day be 
l« aid fo r co mmo n labo r, and a pro po r- 
liiiuately higher pneefo r skilled labo r. 
Bassing fro m the co nsideratio n o f 
matters o f finance and business to 
tlio se o f go o d o rder aud mo rality 1 
wish Vo assure the co uncil and the 
public that the inco ming administra­ 
tio n will use earnest effo rt to give the 
greatest po ssible security and safety 
to perso n and pro perly, and to reduce 
and suppiess as far as po ssible all 
4’ffenses against mo rality and go o d 
public po licy, 
it sho uld no t be fo r- 
go tten that the city charter places a 
duty upo n the co uncil as well as upo n 
the mayo r in these particulars. 
A c­ 
tio n 36 in Title 4 o f the charter gives 
the co uncil autho rity to im{» o se penal­ 
ties and punishments and to enfo rce 
the same against any perso n o r per­ 
so ns. to restrain and pro hibit all des­ 
criptio ns o f gambling, and to suppress 
diso tderly ho uses and ho uses o f ill- 
fame, and to pro vide fo r the arrest 
and punishment o f the keepers, in­ 
mates and frequenters thereo f. 
The 
o bvio us intent o f the charter, in giv­ 
ing the co uncil autho rity to enfo rce 
the penalties enact» -4l by it against any 
perso n o r perso ns, is that the co uncil 
and mayo r shall wo rk to gether in sup­ 
pressing o ffenses to so ciety and effect 
ing such refo rms as may be deemed 
practicable. 
In 
determining 
these 
questio ns it wo uld I*? wise to co nsider 
the vario us po licies ado pted in o ther 
cities, and the results that have fo l­ 
lo wed. The S4>cial evil is o ne o f grave 
co ncern, and the questio n o f revenue 
sho uld no t stand in the way o f the 
ado ptio n o f such a po licy as will l>est 
preserve the mo rality anil w’eli-being 
o f the co mmunity. The rules ado pted 
by the past administratio n must at 
least be maintained witho ut relaxa­ 
tio n. and I shall l*e glad to wo rk with 
the co uncil in effecting any further re­ 
fo rm that we may agree upo n as prac­ 
ticable, o nly advising that yo u pro ­ 
ceed carefully and cautio usly. 
In re­ 
gard to the less o ffensive vio latio ns o f 
the law, such as Sabbath desecratio n 
and gambling, I shall undertake to 
sustain the law by such measures as 
are practicable and the best adapted 
to securing co mpliance with its pro ­ 
visio ns. 
A disregard o f the Sabbath 
is to be deplo red in any co mmunity, 
and the po lice fo rce will l>e instructed 
to maintain the peace, go o d o rder and 
quiet demeano r in the city that is ap­ 
pro priate to 
the day. 
The salo o n 
keepers will be required to clo se their 
places o f business pro mptly at 12 
o ’clo ck each Saturday uight and keep 
them clo sed until Mo nday mo rning 
Vio latio ns o f the law* in this respect 
are enco uraged by the laxity o f public 
o pinio n, even tho se who are in favo r 
o f the strictest rules being unwilling 
to pro secute where they kno w the law 
has been vio lated. This laxity is such 
that the co nvictio n o f o ffenders is 
do ubtful in any case, except when 
flagrant vio latio ns o f the law* have 
taken place, as was sho wn during an 
administratio n several yearsago . when 
pro secutio ns fo llo wed each o ther fur a 
time, at a heavy co st to the tax payers, 
aud no t a single verdict o f guilty was 
returned by any jury. In view o f

Vital Matters Discussed by Ambrose 
Turtle, Deceiver. 


We publish below a letter addressed 
to the mayor from Ambrose Tig he,

If Brainerd can be made an im­ 
portant point, the protit to us on our 
investments there would be immediate 
and great If the city simply h o ld s 
its own, the security for some of our 
money is, to put it more favorably, 
precarious. If there is a falling off 
rn wealth and population, it is bound 
to result in a material loss to us. Any­ 
body, therefore, who says that I or my 
clients are engaged in any sort of 
conspiracy against the prosperity of 
Brainerd, charges us with an offense 
worse than knavery.

JU the VV eyernuu>ersyndi­ 
cate really wants the property they 
Will sell it to them aa tar ac amir title 
permits for what they have in it. u 
the syndicate do not want to buy it 
out ouiy to use, my clients win extend 
them such pnvueges as are in their 
power for such compensation as any 
reasonable man will admit to be lair. 
if the syndicate does not want it but 
some one else of character 
and 
responsibility does, they wul extend 
the same pnvneges to him. 
Aly 
clients recognize and deciare that it 
they have any title to the dam, they 
are only co-owners with they city. 
They recognize and deciare that their 
interests sad the interests of the city 
are identicaL if the dam can be mad© 
productive, both the city and my 
clients will receive a return on their 
money—they rn the shape of interest 
which ta all they ask, and the city m 
the prosperity of its people and the 
buoyancy which comes from living in 
an active and hopeful community. I 
am fully authorized to act for my 
clients and shall be glad to receive 
any suggestions or guidance from any 
quarter which shall make for the end 
we have In view. During the past 
week there has come from Little 
Falls of the establishment of a new 
saw mill and of a paper factory. At 
Brainerd, with a water power at least 
equally valuable and with the iinest 
boomage facilities that a lumberman 
could desire, there has for a year and 
a half been nothing but expensive 
and annoying litigation. I think that 
the good sense of the city should 
make itself felt in putting an end to a 
state of affairs like this. I am not 
sure that popular opinion is strong 
enough to coerce some natures. A 
man who tries for his selfish purposes 
to persuade an officer of the law to 
avoid his sworn “duty and boasts about 
the effort even though it is unsuccess­ 
ful, as though it were to his credit or 
who tries to block tho course of the 
city’s progress by publishing false 
and silly reports about the title of the 
people through whom any develop­ 
ment must come,—such a one, I say, 
does not care much for the opinion of 
decent men. But there can be no 
further investment, unless there is 
security and peace. Aud there can­ 
not be security and peace, unless the 
community requires the hired black­ 
mailer to desist. 
I appeal to you, ae 
Mayor of the city, to use your influence 
that this may be accomplished. 
As to the water works, such criticism 
as has come to me since I have been 
in charge has been under one of two 
heads. The first is the heavy charges 
made consumers for connections and 
plumbing work. I have investigated 
into this matter as well as I can, but 
have not been able to come to any 
conclusion as to whether there is any 
substantial ground for the complaints 
or not I am satisfied that Mr. Mc­ 
Intyre is a plumber of great skill and 
competence, aud considering the size 
of the city and the amount of work 
that there is to do, I am inclined to 
believe that his charges ar* as low as 
could be expected. I think that it 
would be a great loss to the system if 
it were deprived of his effi* • ut ser­ 
vices. I want, however, to remove all 
reason for complaint on this score, 
and my plan is to have the company 
tap its own mains and make its own 
connections as far as the sidewalk. 
For this it will make a fixed and uni- 


made is great enough to warrant the 
trouble and expense the change en­ 
tails. Iu order to determine this, I 
should like to have every one who 
wauts to have water introduced into 
his home this season, make it known 
to Mr. Powers at the company’s office 
as soon as possible. When the num­ 
ber is known, we can see whether the 
plan is feasible and what will be a 
fair charge. If we adopt this method 
no ore» can then complain that we are 
fostering a monopoly or shutting our 
customers out from what they might 
make if there were competition in the 
business. 
The other ground of crit­ 
icism, I have heard, is that the mains 
are not extended so as to supply 
everybody who would like to take 
water. 
This is a much more serious 
matter. The mains surely ought to 
be laid generally enough to meet all 
reasonable demand. But, aa receiver, 
I am an officer of the United States 
Court, and it is rather difficult for 
such an officer to engage rn new enter­ 
prises. 
His functions are not of the 
sort which readily permit him to go 
ahead with building schemes as might 
the owners of the works and Mr. 
Lamb, of the National Tube Works 
Company, at whoee instance the re­ 
ceivership was instituted, has been in 
Europe ever since my appointment, 
so that it has not been possible to se­ 
cure advice or direction from him as 
to this. Extensions can not be made 
without money, and the receiver has 
none for the purpose. New bonds, of 
course, could be issued and sold, but 
tile* interest on them woald have to be 
mot by additional hydrants which the 
compauy’s franchise entitles it to put 
on extensions. 
I do not feel willing, 
however, in the present condition of 
affairs at Brainerd, to ask the council 
to add anything more to its expendi­ 
tures. un less it expresses to me a def­ 
inite do ire to thin effect. If anything 
is done at the dam. improvements in 
the water works as in everything else, 
will follow as a matter of course. But 
oven if there is nothing of this kind, I 
am willing to lend my influence to 
what is needed if the council will 
bring up the matter in such a shape 
that it can bo clearly handled. 
I 
want to say quite frankly that the 
works as at present operated are not 
a profitable investment. All that the 
city pay s as hydrant rental goes to 
the Trust Company to meet the inter 
est on the bonded indebtedness, and 
in addition to tim the company has to 
contribute $930 a year for the same 
purpose. The total receipts for the 
first three months after my appoint­

for the first three quarters of the year 
will be used in this way.

If ex­ 
tensions will avoid this I think that 
extensions will be very good things, 
but if they are going to break the 
company down so that it cannot afford 
even the present service, I do not 
think that they are desirable at pre­ 
sent However, on this, as on every 
other point I am open and anxious 
for suggestions. I am inclined, how­ 
ever, to believe that the solution of 
this. as of the other troubles, is to 
have something done at the darn. 
You are at liberty to publish this 
letter if you think best and I, myself, 
have sent a copy of it to each of the 
other Brainerd papers, because it 
contains nothing of a personal nature.

Mayor Stiver’s Message. 
To the Honorable President and Mem­ 
bers of the Council of the City of 
Brainerd. 
Gentlemen: In compliance with 
custom I take this occasion to offer 
such suggestions as, in my opinion, 
are worthy of special consideration at 
this time, and to mention briefly such 
facts regarding municipal affairs as I 
think may be of interest to you. 
First, however, allow me to express 
my deep appreciation of the confidence 
rtposed in meas indicated by the 
voters of this city through their 
ballots 
at 
the 
recent 
municipal 
election, and to assure 
you and 
the public that I shall earnestly en­ 
deavor to merit aud justify that con­ 
fidence during my term of office. 
The business of the council will be 
wry largely in relation to financial 
iffairs. A year ago, at the beginning 
if the administration now closing, 
.here were city orders outstanding and 
unpaid to the amount of $5,927. There 
was cash in the treasury amounting to 
sr I.IGT. leaving the outstanding orders, 
less cash in treasury, at $4,760. At 
the date of the city treasurer’s kist rel­ 
iant, April 21, 1890, there were out­ 
standing orders amounting to $0,500, 
aud cash in the treasury, amounting to 
$1,703, leaving outstanding orders, less 
cash in the treasury, at $4,797. This 
shows the receipts and expenditures 
(luring the past year as having been 
almost exactly the same. The orders 
now outstanding will be due on the 
first day of next July. 
The bonded indebtedness of the city 
proper amounts to $115,000, upon 
which interest accrues to the amount 
of about $7,000 per year. This in­ 
terest is payable semi-annually. 
I would especially caution the comi­ 
cal to be cai eful to have the money 
ready to pay these interest charges 
when due. Let the credit of the city 
be strictly maintained, and to that 
end see that no interest charge is de­ 
faulted. I do not recommend this 
with a view to advising further use of 
the city s credit, as the city is carry­ 
ing a bonded indebtedness high enough 
already, but I urge the careful main­ 
tenance of the city’s credit because it 
is right ..na will contribute to the 
good standing of the city elsewhere, 
and result in the promotion of public 
interests. The revenues of the eitv 
should be carefully fostered and judo 
cionsly expendeu. Th*, tot I receipts 
of the city the past year amounted to 
$38,080. Of tv - -nm or’~ $7,962 was 


I would recommend that the council 
cause a record of the bonded indebted­ 
ness of the city to he prepared and 
preserved iii the office of the city 
clerk, showing the amount, date of 
issue, date of maturity anti rate of in­ 
terest of the several issues of the city 
bond s. and the standing of the interest 
account. There is not at present any 
such record on file iii the city, and 
there is not any reliable method to 
ascertain the standing of the bonded 
indebtedness except to search the 
minutes of the council meetings for 
several years past, and then examine 
the books of the several city treas­ 
urers covering the same time, to find 
the payments of interest coupons. 
Even then the investigation is unsatis­ 
factory, as in many instances a record 
is merely made of the amounts paid 
on coupons, without anything to show 
what series of bonds the coupons be­ 
longed to. Then, too, the bondholders 
have not always forwarded to the 
treasurer the coupons that have been 
paid, therefore the file of coupons is 
broken and 
unreliable. It might 
easily happen that coupons once paid 
but not delivered to the tieasurer 
should be sent to a succeeding treas­ 
urer and collected again. An account 
should also be kept of the city orders 
issued and the condition of the city 
funds. No business man would con­ 
duct for a single day his private busi­ 
ness on the loose system that has pre­ 
vailed in keeping city accounts ever 
since the city was organized. 
I would invite your attention to 
Section 57 of the city charter, which 
makes it the duty of the council to 
establish and maintain a sinking fund, 
and to appoint a board of sinking fund 
commissioners. This should 
have 
been done last year, but the duty was 
neglected, and should now receive 
prompt attention. The charter does 
not leave the matter discretionary 
with the council, but makes it the 
imperative duty of the council to act. 
In connection with the subject of 
city finance I wish to invite your at­ 
tention to a matter which, while not 
of great importance, is worth looking 
after. During the past year the main­ 
tenance and management of the city 
pound cost $183.62, while the receipts 
accounted for only amounted to $40.60. 
The management of the pound this 
season should be made to show better 
results. 
I cannot undertake at this time to 
present to you the facts relating to 
the equipment and maintenance of our 
excellent volunteer fire department, 
our very satisfactory electric light 
service, our water service and sewer 
system. These important interests 
deserve careful attention, and will be 
placed before you at subsequent meet­ 
ings. 
I would also recommend that eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s labor on 
all work performed for the city, and 
that one dollar and a half per day be 
paid for common labor, and a propor­ 
tionately higher price for skilled labor. 
Passing from the consideration of 
matters of finance ana business to 
those of good order and morality I 
wish to assure the council and the 
public that the incoming administra­ 
tion will use earnest effort to give the 
greatest possible security and safety 
to person and property, and to reduce 
and suppiess as far as possible ail 
offenses against morality and good 
public policy. It should not be for­ 
gotten that the city charter places a 
duty upon the council as well as upon 
the mayor in these particulars. Sec­ 
tion 36 in Title 4 of the charter gives 
the council authority to impose penal­ 
ties and punishments and to enforce 
the same against any person or per­ 
sons, to restrain and prohibit all des­ 
criptions of gambling, and to suppress 
disoi delly houses arid houses of ill- 
farne. and to provide for the arrest 
and punishment of the keepers, in­ 
mates and frequenters thereof. The 
obvious intent of the charter, in giv­ 
ing the council authority to enforce 
the penalties enacted by it against any 
person or persons, is that the council 
and mayor shall work together in sup­ 
pressing offenses to society and effect 
mg such reforms as may be deemed 
practicable. In determining these 
questions it would be wise to consider 
the various policies adopted in other 
cities, and the results that have fol­ 
lowed. The social evil is one of grave 
concern, and the question of revenue 
should not stand in the way of the 
adoption of such a policy as will best 
preserve the morality and well-being 
of the community. The rules adopted 
by the past administration must at 
least be maintained without relaxa­ 
tion. and I shall he glad to work with 
the council in effecting any further re­ 
form that we may agree upon as prac­ 
ticable, only advising that you pro­ 
ceed carefully and cautiously. In re­ 
gard to the less offensive violations of 
the law, such as tNtbbath desecration 
and gambling, I shall undertake to 
sustain the law by such measures as 
are practicable and the best adapted 
to securing compliance with its pro 
visions. A disregard of the Sabbath 
is to be deplored in any community, 
and the police force will he instructed 
to maintain the peace, good order and 
quiet demeanor in the city that is ap 
propriate to 
the day. The saloon 
keepers will be required to close their 
places of business promptly at 12 
o’clock each Saturday uight and keep 
them closed until Monday morning 
Violations of the law in this respect 
are encouraged by the laxity of public 
opinion, even those who are in favor 
of the strictest rules being unwilling 
to prosecute where they know the law 
has been violated. This laxity is such 
that the conviction of offenders is 
doubtful in any case, except wheit 
flagrant violations of the law- have 
taken place, as was shown during an 
administration several years ago. w hen 
prosecutions followed each other for a 
time, at a heavy cost to the tax payers, 
aud not a single verdict of guilty was 
returned by any jury. In view of 
these facts and conditions I am anx 
ions for the good will and support of 
the council and the public in preserv­ 
ing to the highest possible degree the 
peace and good order that should pre­ 
vail on the .Sabbath. 
In conclusion I wish to communi­ 
cate to you my earnest desire to work 
iii harmony with the views of your 
honorable body for the promotion of 
the interests of the entire city.

The Tacoma Morning Globe has 
the following to say: 
Articles of incorporation will be filed 
to-day of the American Foundry Com­ 
pany, with a capital stock of HOO,CC J 
The officers are C. N. Parker, pres­ 
ident; W. BL Topping, vice-president; 
C. S. Milliken, secretary and treasurer. 
Messrs. Parker and Topping are men 
well-known in Minnesota, where they 
have been m business for twenty 
years. They are lessees of the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad foundry at Brain­ 
erd, the largest in Minnesota, where 
they have the contract for manu­ 
facturing all the iron and brass cast­ 
ings used on the railroad from Helena 
east and on the branch lines. Mr. 
Parker is also well-known in public 
life in St. Paul, where his character 
and genial disposition have made 
him deservedly popular. He was fire 
commissioner for several years, and 
to him is due the very satisfactory re­ 
organization of the St. Paul fire de­ 
partment 
Mr. Milliken, who will 
have charge of the business, is a 
young man of 
excellent business 
capacity and experience. 
He has 
been here about three months, com­ 
ing here from New York City. * * 
* The gentlemen have closed a 
contract with the Northern Pacific 
company for all their castings from 
Helena west for five years. The main 
building of the foundry will be 76x150 
feet floor, with an addition thirty feet 
the whole length of the building. A

The New A d m in istra tio n . 
The new city council met on Tues­ 
day evening for the first time, with a 
full attendance. The city clerk read 
the proceedings of the last meeting 
which were approved. The election 
of a president was announced to bo 
the next thing in order, and on the 
first ballot N. VV. Wheatley was re­ 
elected, the vote standing 5 for 
Wheatley, 2 for Howe, I for Hagberg 
and I for Hemstead. President Wheat­ 
ley thanked the council for the honor 
and stated that the election of a vice 
president was in order. The first bal­ 
lot stood: Hemstead 4, Howe 3, Hag­ 
berg 2. Mr. Hemstead emphatically 
declined and asked that his name be 
dropped. 
Four succeeding ballots 
wore taken before an election was 
reached, the last ballot standing five 
for Hagberg, three for Kinkele, and 
one for Walters, Mr. Hagberg being 
declared elected. 
An informal ballot for city clerk 
was taken, resulting in two votes for 
R. H. Paine, one for J. E. Wilson, 
one for N. H. Ingersoll, one for E. O. 
one for F. L. Matteson and three for 
P. Murphy. 
On the formal ballot 
Mr. Murphy received seven votes and 
R. H. Paine two. 
For city attorney VV. S. McClena- 
ahan was elected by a unanimous vote. 
The election of a street commission­ 
er resulted in 5 votes for Nels Peterson 
3 for A. Lessard. and one for Graham 
on the second ballot and Mr. Peter­ 
son was declared to be the winner. 
The mayors mess ag#, which will be 
found in another column, was then 
read and accepted and ordered placed 
on file. 
A communication from the mayor 
in which he appointed Wm. Barron 
chief of police. M. Derocher, A. Brock­ 
way and J. E. Johnson as patrolmen 
and E. A. Gleason as janitor of the 
hose house, was read and a motion 
made to comfirm the appointments 
was carried without a dissenting voice. 
The allowing of claims against the 
city was then taken up, and among 
those allowed was $105.50 election 
expense for clerks and judges in the 
4th ward. 
In the 1st ward $137 was 
allowed, and in the 2nd and 5th wards 
$135 each. The bill for the 3rd ward 
clerks and judges was referred to the 
aldermen from that ward for correc­ 
tion. 
A petition from Wm. Bredfeld was 
read, asking for permission to erect a 
two story brick veneered building on 
lot 15, block 41. The council granted* 
the request and instructed the city 
clerk to issue the permit. 
The resignation of A. E. Whitney 
as a mender of the board of health 
was read and accpted, and the elec­ 
tion to fill the vacancy was deferred 
until the next meeting. 
A communication from W in. Drees- 
kell in which he offered his services 
as superintendent of the electric light 
works at $1,000 per year was read, and 
action deferred until the next meeting. 
The communication from the mayor 
in which he urged the appointment of 
a sinking fund commission, to be com­ 
posed of three men who shall give 
bonds and serve without pay, was dis­ 
cussed, and they will probably be ap­ 
pointed at the next meeting. 
The city treasurer's bond and sure­ 
ties were approved. 
Alderman Kinkele called the atten­ 
tion of the council to the unsatisfac­ 
tory working of the fire telephone, 
and the matter was referred to the 
superintendent of the electric light 
The matter of the appointment of 
J . E. Johnson to the police force was 
brought up.and a motion was made to 
reconsider his confirmation. The mat­ 
ter was dissussed quite freely among 
the councilmen, and it seemed to b£ 
the unanimous sentiment that the gen­ 
tleman should not be on the force. 
The mayor was asked to withdraw his 
appointment, but Mayor Stivers stated 
that in case the council did not want 
him they had better put it in that 
manner, as he had appointed Mr. 
Johnson at the request of a number 
of his friends. The council then pass­ 
ed a resolution requesting the mayor 
to discharge Johnson, which he did, 
The council then adjourned. 


A Small fiebellioa. 
The Brainerd fire department was 
in a turmoil on Wednesday because 
the mayor had seen fit to appoint E. 
A. Gleason as hose house janitor in 
place of Adam Belmont. 
Chargee 
had been made against the latter 
gentleman of such a nature that it 
was deemed advisable to make a 
change, and having secured the favor­ 
able consent of seven of the aldermen 
to Mr. Gleason’s candidacy, Mayor 
Stivers concluded that he would be 
acceptable, and rn accordance made 
the appointment which was confirm­ 
ed, Ala. Kinkele and Crawford, both 
being members of the fire department, 
supporting the measure. 
The next 
morning, however, a general alarm 
was turned in and a petition started 
ta have Mr. Belmont reinstated, but 
later on a meeting was called and the 
petition was dropped. 
At the meet­ 
ing Mayor Stivers stated his position 
and every fair-minded man present 
could not fail to see that he had acted 
in good faith. He stated to the meet­ 
ing that he was willing to appoint a 
department man but could not re­ 
instated the gentleman just let out. 
A number of those prominent in call­ 
ing the meeting insisted that he do 
it, but finally a vote was taken as be­ 
tween Andy Bennett and John Bur­ 
rell, the former receiving the majority 
of the votes, and ho was immediately 
set to work.

Vital Matters Discussed by Ambrose 
Turlie, Receiver. 


W e publish below a letter addressed 
to the mayor from Ambrose Tig he, 
receiver of 
the 
Brainerd 
W ater 
Co., which contains much food for 
thought and which should be read by 
every person in the city. 
The letter 
is as follows: 


S t. P aul, Minn., May 14,1890. 
Mr. H. C. S t i v e r s , 
Brainerd, Minn. 
D rab S ir :—I see by the St. Paul 
newspapers that you have been elect­ 
ed Mayor of Brainerd and although 
I have no personal acquaintance with 
you, I take the liberty of addressing 
you as the chief officer of the city, on 
matters which concern the city’s in­ 
terest. 
As the receiver of the Water 
Company and as the attorney for the 
holders of the bonds on the dam pro­ 
perty and of various issues of your 
muaicip&l and county securities, 1 re­ 
present m ore than two hundred thou­ 
sand dollars, which has gone into 
Brainerd in one shape or another. In 
view of this it hardly seem s necessary 
for me to say that on behalf of my 
clients, I a n as much interested in the 
growth o f the city and in the develop­ 
ment of its business as any one can 
be. 
If Brainerd can be made an un­ 


made is great enough to warrant the 
trouble and expense the change en­ 
tails. 
In order to determine this, I 
should like to have every one who 
wauts to have water introduced into 
his home this season, make it known 
to Mr. Powers at the company’s office 
as soon as possible. 
W hen the num­ 
ber is known, we can see whether the 
plan is feasible and what will be a 
fair charge. 
If we adopt this method 
no one can then complain that we are 
fostering a monopoly or shutting our 
custom ers out from what they m ight 
make if there were competition in the 
business. 
The other ground of crit­ 
icism, I have heard, is that the mains 
are not extended so as to supply 
everybody who would like to take 
water. 
This is a much more serious 
matter. 
The mains surely ought to 
be laid generally enough to m eet all 
reasonable demand. 
But, as receiver, 
1 am an officer of the United States 
Court, and it is rather difficult for 
such an officer to engage m new enter­ 
prises. 
H is functions are not of the 
sort which readily permit him to go 
ahead with building schem es as m ight 
the owners of the works and Mr. 
Lamb, of the National Tube Works 
Company, at whose instance the re­ 
ceivership was instituted, has been in 
Europe ever since my appointment, 
so that it has not been possible to se­ 
cure advice or direction from him as 
to this. 
Extensions can not bo made 
without money, and the receiver has 
none for the purpose. 
New bonds, of 
course, could be issued and sold, but 
portant point, the profit to us ou our 
investm ents there would be im mediate 
and great. 
If the city sim ply hoidn j the* interest on them would have to be 
its own, the security for some of our 
money is, to put it more favorably. 
precarious. 
If there is a falling off 
in wealth and population, it is bound 
to result in a material loss to us. Any­ 
body, therefore, who says that I or my 
clients are engaged in any sort of

Mayor htiver’s Message- 
To the Honorable President and Mem­ 
bers of the Council of the City of 
Brainerd. 
Gentlemen: 
In 
compliance 
with 
custom I take this occasion to offer 
such suggestions as, in my opinion, 
are worthy of special consideration at 
this tim e, and to mention briefly such 
facts regarding municipal affairs as I 
think may be of interest to you. 
First, however, allow me to express 
my deep appreciation of the confidence 
rt posed in me as indicated by the 
voters of 
this city 
through 
their 
ballots 
at 
the 
recent 
municijKii 
election, 
and 
to assure 
you 
and 
the public that 1 shall earnestly en­ 
deavor to merit and justify that con­ 
fidence during my term of office. 
The business of the council will be 
very largely in relation to financial 
iffatrs. 
A year ago, at the beginning 
<f the administration now closing, 
.here were city orders outstanding and 
unpaid to the amount ot S5.927. There 
was cash ill the treasury amounting to 
$1,167. leaving the outstanding orders, 
less cash 111 treasury, at $4,760. 
A t 
the date of the city treasurer’s last rer 
l>ort, April 21, 1890, there were out­ 
standing orders amounting to $6,500, 
and cash in the treasury, amounting to 
$ 1.703, leaving outstanding orders, less 
cash in the treasury, at $4,797. 
This 
shows the receipts and expenditures 
during the past year as having been 
almost exactly the same. 
The orders 
now outstanding will be due on the 
first day of next July. 
The bonded indebtedness of the city 
proper 
amounts to $115,000, upon 
which interest accrues to the amount 
of about 87,000 per year. 
This in­ 
terest is payable semi-annually. 
I would especially caution the coun- 
ril to be caiefu lto have the money 
ready to pay these interest charges 
when due. 
Let the credit of the city 
be strictly maintained, and to that 
end see that no interest charge is de­ 
faulted. 
I do 
not recommend this 
with a view to advising further use of 
the city s credit, as the city is carry­ 
ing a bonded indebtedness high enough 
already, but L urge the careful main­ 
tenance of the city's credit because it 
is right ..nd will contribute to the 
good standing of the city elsewhere, 
and result in the promotion of public 
interests. 
The revenues of the city 
should be carefully fostered and judi­ 
ciously expendeu. 
Tb<_ tot 1 leeeipts 
of the city the past year amounted to 


1 would recommend that the council 
cause a record of the bonded indebted­ 
ness of the city to be prepared and 
preserved in 
the office ot the city 
clerk, showing the amount, date of 
issue, date of maturity and rate of in­ 
terest of the: several issues of the city 
bonds, and the standing of the interest 
account. 
There is not at present any 
such record on file in the city, and 
there is not any reliable method to 
ascertain the standing of the bonded 
indebtedness except to search the 
minutes of the council meetings for 
several years past, and then examine 
the iHHiks of the several city treas­ 
urers covering the same time, to find 
the payments of interest coupons. 
Even then the investigation is unsatis­ 
factory. as in many instances a record 
is merely made of the amounts paid 
on coupons, without anything to show 
what series of bonds the coupons be­ 
longed to. 
Then, too, the bondholders 
have not always forwarded to the 
treasurer the coupons that have been 
paid, therefore the file of coupons is 
broken 
and 
unreliable. 
It 
m ight 
easily happen that coupons once paid 
but not delivered to the tieasurer 
should be sent to a succeeding treas­ 
urer and collected again. 
An account 
should also be kept of the city orders 
issued and the condition of the city 
funds. 
No business num would con­ 
duct for a single day his private busi­ 
ness on the loose system that has pre­ 
vailed in keeping city accounts ever 
since the city was organized. 
I would 
invite your attention to 
Section 57 of the city charter, which 
makes it the duty of the council to 
establish and maintain a sinking fund, 
and to appoint a board of sinking fond 
com m issioneis. 
This 
should 
have 
been done last year, but the duty was 
neglected, and 
should 
now receive 
prompt attention. 
The charter does 
not leave the matter discretionary \ 
with the council, but makes it the 
imperative duty of the council to act. 
In connection with the subject of 
city finance I wish to invite your at­ 
tention to a matter which, while not 
of great importance, is worth looking 
after. 
During the past yearthe main­ 
tenance and management of the city 
pound cost 8183.62, while the receipts 
accounted for only amounted to 840.60. 
The management of the pound this 
season should be made to show better 
results. 
1 cannot undertake at this time to 
present to you the facts relating to 
the equipment and maintenance of our 
excellent volunteer fire department, 
our very satisfactory 
electric light 
service, our water service and sewer 
system . 
These 
important 
interests 
deserve careful attention, and will be 
placed before you at subsequent m eet­ 
ings. 
I would also recommend that eight 
hourf, shall constitute a day’s labor on 
ali work performed for the city, and 
that one dollar and a half per day be 
paid for common labor, and a propor­ 
tionately higher price for skilled labor. 
Passing from the consideration of 
matters of finance and business to 
those of good order and morality 1 
wish to assure the council and the 
public that the incoming administra­ 
tion will use earnest effort to give the 
greatest possible security and safety 
to person and property, and to reduce 
and supptess as far as possible all 
• •ffehhea against 
morality and good 
public j>olicy. 
It should not be for- 
gotten that the city charter places a 
duty upon the council as well as upon 
the mayor in these particulars. 
Sec­ 
tion 36 in Title 4 of the charter gives 
the council authority to imj*ose penal­ 
ties and punishments and to enforce 
the same against any jterson or per­ 
sons. to restrain and prohibit all des­ 
criptions of gambling, and to suppress 
disoidetly houses and houses of ill- 
farne, and to provide for the arrest 
and punishment of the keej>ers, in­ 
mates and frequenters thereof. 
The 
obvious intent of the charter, in giv­ 
ing the council authority to enforce 
the penalties enacted by it against any 
person or persons, is that the council 
and mayor shall work together in sup­ 
pressing offenses to society and effect 
mg such reforms as may be deemed 
practicable. 
In 
determining 
these 
questions it would be wise to consider 
the various policies adopted in other 
cities, and the results that have fol­ 
lowed. 
The social evil is one of grave 
concern, aud the question of revenue 
should not stand in the way of the 
adoption of such a policy as will best 
preserve the morality and well-being 
of the community. 
The rules adopted 
by the past administration must at 
least be maintained without relaxa­ 
tion. and 1 shall be glad to work with 
the council in effecting any further re­ 
form that we may agree upon as prac­ 
ticable, only advising that you pro­ 
ceed carefully and cautiously. 
In re­ 
gard to the less offensive violations of 
the law, such as Sabbath desecration 
and gambling, I shall undertake to 
sustain the law by such measures as 
are practicable and the best adapted 
to securing compliance with its pro­ 
visions. 
A disregard of the Sabbath 
is to be deplored in any community, 
and the police force will be instructed 
to maintain the peace, good order and 
quiet demeanor in the city that is ap­ 
propriate to 
the day. 
The saloon 
keepers will be required to close their 
places of business promptly at 12 
o'clock each Saturday uight and keep 
them closed until Monday morning. 
Violations of the law in this respect 
are encouraged by the laxity of public 
opinion, even those who are in favor 
of the strictest rules being unwilling 
to prosecute where they know the law 
has been violated. 
This laxity is such 
that the conviction of offenders is 
doubtful in any case, except wheit 
flagrant violations of the law have 
taken place, as was shown during an 
administration several years ago. w hen 
prosecutions followed each other for a 
time, at a heavy cost to the tax payers, 
and not a single verdict of guilty was 
returned by 
any jury. 
In view of 
these facts and conditions I am anx­ 
ious for the good will and support of 
the council and the public in preserv­ 
ing to the highest possible degree the 
peace and good order that should pre­ 
vail on the Sabbath. 
In conclusion I wish to communi­ 
cate to you my earnest desire to work 
in harmony with the views of your 
honorable body for the promotion of 
the interests of the entire city.

Creek district, Alberta, N. W. T. 
The New 
Oxley ranchmen fouglit the fire with desper­ 
ation, but the wind was so strong th a t they 
could do nothing. 
The fire caught the Oxley 
ranch outfit while they were crossing Willow 
Creek with some eight thousand head of c at­ 
tle while summer grazing, scattering the c a t­ 
tle all over the country. A district sixty 
miles long and thirty wide has been burned 
over. 
Experienced cattle men sav it is us 
bad a prairie fire us they have ever seen. 
A portion of the Chenango county (N Y.) 
buildings were destroyed by fire and ten in­ 
mates were burned. 
The buildings destroy 
ed were the asylum, iu which there were 
about eighty inm ates and the pauper house 
and idiots’ ward in whith there were about 
forty inmates. 
Ten idiots were penned in 
their cells and were roasted alive. As the iu- 
inates were asleep and no sounds were neard 
it is probable th a t the rmoke and gases 
smothered them lieforethey'elt the pain ofthe 
fire. The origin of the fire was probably the 
smouldering sparks ofthe fire which occurred 
the day before 
Deborah Dibble, a feeble­ 
minded old woman, was smoking a pipe, and 
set her clothing and bedding on fire, and was 
burned fatally before the flames could be ex- 
tinguished, 
Her corpse was burned with the 
building.

After washing the bodies of the woman and 
child and preparing them for burial it was 
discovered th at tlie woman had at least a 
h alf dozen blows on the head mode w ith 
the ham m er, her throat was cut on both 
sides, her jaw broken and the lower h alf of 
the face knocked aside.

not washed at the inquest, had its little 
head all bruised up w ith the ham m er and 
death m ust have come to it instantly. The 
ju ry is disposed to grant a verdict of insan­ 
ity, and the funeral will proceed on Sunday 
under the direction of the priest at this vil­ 
lage. 
The latest facts seem to locate the 
tragedy on Saturday night, the 3d inst. 
Thus will the curtain drop upon the most 
sickening tragedy this com m unity has ever 
witnessed, while a m ystery will enshroud 
the event.

Longue P o ints, Que., Special.—A long 
line of gaunt towers, th e blazing debris 
shining in the w ild eyes of m aniacs—that 
is all one sees of the Longue Point m aniac 
asylum , located ten m iles from M ontreal, 
aud which w ith m any lives, was to-day 
consum ed by flames. 
The sights one wit­ 
nessed before this tragic scene are such as 
can never be forgotten. T aking it ail in 
all, nothing could exceed the horror at­ 
tending this terrible calam ity, consideting 
the num ber ot tlie victims, the terrible 
nature o f their death and th e m anner in 
which the helpless victim s received their 
fate. 
W hat to the spectators was a scene ot 
horror was to the lunatics a m om ent of su­ 
prem e glee, and in their delight they dis­ 
ported them selves in the flames and waved 
their blazing lim bs in turbulent satisfaction 
in the ruin that was about them , and not 
not until the walls tum bled over their 
heads weae their m aniacal screams silenced. 
There were incarcerated in Longue Point 
thirteen hundred lunatics, for that asylum 
was a prison m ore than a hospital, and now 
not m ore than eleven hundred are account­ 
ed for; but m any esca^-d into the fields 
ond woods, and the dead are ashes am bng 
ashes. 
W hat the num ber ol the dead is is

a matter of conjecture 
and can never be ascertained, since no oth­ 
er record is kept than th at in the asylum

Articles of incorporation will be filed 
to-day of the American Foundry Com­ 
pany, with a capita] stock of 1100,000. 
The officers are C. N. Parker, pres­ 
ident; W. H. Topping, vice-president; 
C. S. Milliken, secretary and treasurer. 
Messrs. Parker and Topping are men 
well-known in Minnesota, where they 
have been m business for twenty 
years. They are lessees of the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad foundry at Brain­ 
erd, the largest in Minnesota, where 
they have the contract for manu­ 
facturing all the iron and brass cast­ 
ings used on the railroad from Helena 
east and on the branch lines. Mr. 
Parker is also well-known in public 
life in St. Paul, where his character 
and genial disposition have made 
him deservedly popular. He was fire 
commissioner for several years, and 
to him is due the very satisfactory re­ 
organization of the St. Paul fire de­ 
partment. 
Mr. Milliken, who will 
have charge of the business, is a 
young man of 
excellent business 
capacity and experience. 
He has 
been here about three months, com­ 
ing here from New York City. * * 
* The gentlemen have closed a 
contract with the Northern Pacific 
company for all their castings from 
Helena west for five years. The main 
building of the foundry will be 75x150 
feet floor, with an addition thirty feet 
the wbole length of the building. A 
second building 60x40 feet will be 
erected for engine and blower rooms 
and 
for cleaning castings. 
The 
foundry will be as large as that at 
Brainerd, and the largest in the Pa­ 
cific Northwest, and will give constant 
employment to 100 men. Either Mr. 
Parker or Mr. Topping will be here 
all the time to give the business their 
personal supervision. Mr. Parker has 
engaged Room 28, Boston block, for 
a temporary office, and will have a 
permanent office in the business part 
of the city as soon as the foundry is 
ready. 
The new company will bo a 
large importer of Scotch iron which 
it will use until the domestic iron 
found in this state can be looked up. 


Found His Bones. 
The bleached bones of a man ap­ 
parently about sixty years of age, and 
six feet tall, were found near Fort 
Ripley, this county, on Thursday last. 
By the side of a log, a few feet from 
the remains, his tussock was found, 
which contained old gloves, shirts 
and newspapers. 
The papers were 
Si. Paul Daily Globe of June 6,1888; 
Minneapolis Tribune, June 11,1888, 
and Chicago Inter-Ocean, June 5, 
1888. It is supposed that the remains 
have been there since about the date 
of the papers. On the margin of the 
Globe, in a good hand, was written 
“Sauk Rapids” throe times, and “Lit­ 
tle Falls” once. One double tooth in 
the lower jaw is filled with gold. The 
bones and clothing are now in posses­ 
sion of the coroner of Morrison coun 
ty. It is generally conceded that the 
bones are those of James Shields, an 
erratic man who worked on the Little 
Falls dam and afterwards taught 
school at Parker.

The New Adm inistration. 
The new city council met on Tues­ 
day evening for the first time, with a 
full atteudHnce. The city clerk read 
the proceedings of the last meeting 
which were npproved. The election 
of a president was announced to bo 
the next thing in order, and on the 
first ballot N. W. Wheatley was re­ 
elected, the vote standing 5 for 
Wheatley, 2 for Howe, 1 for Hagberg 
andl for He instead. President Wheat­ 
ley thanked the council for the honor 
and stated that the election of a vice 
president was in order. The first bal­ 
lot stood: He instead 4, Howe 3, Hag­ 
berg 2. Mr. Hemstead emphatically 
declined and asked that his name be 
dropped. 
Four succeeding ballots 
were taken before an election was 
reached, the last ballot standing five 
for Hagberg, three for Kinkele, and 
one for Walters, Mr. Hagberg being 
declared elected. 
An informal ballot for city clerk 
was taken, resulting in two votes for 
R. H. Paine, one for J. E. Wilson, 
one for N. H. Ingersoll, one for E. O. 
one for F. L. Mattescn and three for 
P. Murphy. 
On the formal ballot 
Mr. Murphy received seven votes and 
R, H. Paine two. 
For city attorney W. S. McClena- 
ahan was elected by a uuanimoos vote. 
The election of a street commission­ 
er resulted in 5 votes for Nels Peterson 
3 for A Lessard, and one for Graham 
on the second ballot, and Mr. Peter­ 
son was declared to be the winner. 
The mayors messag#. which will be 
found in another column, was then 
read and accepted and ordered placed 
on file. 
A communication from the mayor 
in which he appointed Wm. Barron 
chief of police. M. Derocher, A. Brock­ 
way and J. E. Johnson as patrolmen 
and E. A. Gleason as janitor of the 
hose house, was read and a motion 
made to oomfirm the appointments 
was carried without a dissenting voice. 
The allowing of claims against the 
city was then taken up, and among 
those allowed was $105.50 election 
expense for clerks and judges in the 
4th ward. 
In the 1st ward $137 was 
allowed, and in the 2nd and 5th wards 
$135 each. 
The bill for the 3rd ward 
clerks and judges was referred to the 
aldermen from that ward for correc­ 
tion. 
A petition from Wm. Bredfeid was 
read, asking for permission to erect a 
tw^ story brick veneered building ou 
lot 15, block 41. The council granted* 
the request aud instructed the city 
clerk to issue the permit. 
The resignation of A. E. Whitney 
as a member of the board of health 
was read and accpted, and the elec­ 
tion to fill the vacancy was deferred 
until the next meeting. 
A communication from Wm. Drees- 
kell in which he offered his services 
as superintendent of the electric light 
works at $1,000 per year was read, and 
action deferred until the next meeting. 
The communication from the mayor 
in which he urged the appointment of 
a sinking fund commission, to be com­ 
posed of three men who shall give 
bonds and serve without pay, was dis­ 
cussed, and they will probably be ap­ 
pointed at the next meeting. 
The city treasurer’s bond and sure­ 
ties were approved. 
Alderman Kinkele called the atten­ 
tion of the council to the unsatisfac­ 
tory working of the tire telepbona 
and the matter was referred to the 
superintendent of the electric light 
The matter of the appointment of 
J . E. Johnson to the police force was 
brought up.and a motion was made to 
reconsider his confirmation. The mat­ 
ter was dissussed quite freely among 
the councilmen, and it seemed to b?
